Compromises and their Effect. 


Of what avail was all the labor of the re- 


publicans during the past presidential eleo" 
tioa in electing a president in favor of pro- 
hibiting slavery from all our territories, if 
we now compromise, and agree that only a 
part of the territories shall be free from 
slavery ? 


If republicans now concede the Critten- 


den amendments, why did not those repub- 
licans support Breckmridge, whose platform 
•was milk and water compared with those 
amendments? If they had done so, and 
elected him, there would now be no trouble. 
The south would have been satisfied.. . 


If there are other republicans who are 


willing to apply the popular sovereignty doc- 
trine of Douglas to the territories south of 
36° 30', why did they not support Douglas 
and elect him ? The northern territories 
might, with some prospect of success against 
slavery, be left to vote it up or down, but 
not so with the southern territory. 
There 


slavery will go if not prohibited. It is 
there that the repubiicuu doctrine needs to 
be applied, if at all. 
Now, with what con- 


sistency can republicans who strenuously 
iasfsted upon prohibition, give it up in the 
territory south of 36° 30', as they will do if 
they adopt the border state compromise ? 


If we compromise at all, do we not ac- 


knowledge that we were insincere in the 
promulgation of our principles daring the 
presidential campaign ? 


" But," says a compromiser, " I did not 


know there was to be a fuss about it, and a 
dissolution of the Union." Well, you ac- 
knowledge, then, 
that southern bluster 


frightens you. If you know, hereafter, that 
the south will not rebel, you will vote for 
your principles ; but if you think it will not 
be agreeable to them, 'you will vote as they 
tell you. That is what a compromise means 
at this time. That is what is understood to 
be doughfaceism. 


Tf the south had not known by former 


experience that they could scare the north 
into concession, this rebellion would never 
have been attempted. But they know their 
men better than those men knowthemselves. 
They play the game well, and the seces- 
sionists, and their allies in the north, and 
in the border slave states, must chuckle 
over the success of their scheme. We be- 
lieve, to-day, that secession is a sham, and 
that the moment the north is fully on its 
knees and repentant, the seceding states 
will all come back, and graciously take the 
government into their own hands. And we 
just as fully believe that there would have 
been no secession at all, if the north had 
always stood firm, showing to them that se- 
cession would avail nothing. 


When tba farce is ended, and the repub- 


licans have bartered away the only principle 
.which makes them a party, what will be the 
result ? The republican party will be dead, 
and the leaders who shall betray it, will be 
deader than Daniel Webster was after his 
7th of March speech. The democratic par- 
ty will then come into power, and the south 
will rule the country, as they did after the 
compromises of 1832 and 1850. 
If this 


should take place, will there be no anti- 
slavery party ? We say yes. The people 
who are to be the victims of treachery, (and 
the mass of them are firm to-day against all 
compromises,) will unite and form a party j 
perhaps n oia political organization, tha 
will depend upon"what amendments, are 
made to the constitution, but they will unite 
themselves into an opposition to slavery, 
with the determination to abolish it in all 
the states of the Union. We much mistake 
the temper of the northern people ,should 
their leaders prove unfaithful this time, if 
they do not make a more determined war 
upon slavery, than they have ever done be- 
fore. 


We write the above indulging in a fear, 


which is common to republicans just now, 
that they are to be sold out. The indica- 
tions from Washington are not such as to 
give us hope.

As there seems to be some prospect that 


the bill now before the senate for the uni- 
forming, arming, equipping and disciplining 
6000 infantry troops and two batteries of 
field artillery, may find sufficient favor with 
the present legislature to become a law and 
as the passage of the bill may involve the 
state in very heavy expenses, jt is necessa- 
ry that we know what we are doing. I find 
oa conversation with members of the legis- 
lature that they are generally ignorant of 
the possible consequences of the passage 
of the bill. Below is an estimate of the 
expense of uniforming, arming and main, 
taining the force proposed to be raised, for 
six months. It will at once strike any one 
on examination of the estimate, that it is 
very moderate. 


Six regiments of ten companies each, 


and 100 men to a company, gives a force 
of 6000 men. In addition there would be 
necessary 4 sergeants]) and 4 corporals to 
each company, making in the aggregate, 
480 non commissioned officers.

The above estimate gives a total of over 


one million of dollars ; the estimate for. the 
G infantry regiments amounts alone to with- 
in a few thousand dollars of a million. 
No account is made in the estimate for am- 
munition, bedding, tents ov other housing, 
medical staff, transportation of men and 
material, and many other necessary and in- 
cidental expenses which would become 
necessary, if the troops were called out and 
drilled in bodies of proper size to be ren- 
dered efficient. 
In the event of the troops 


being called out to be " drilled and disci- 
plined, " as the bill provides, one quarter of 
a million of dollars is a fair estimate of the 
expense additional to the above estimate. 
It costs the general government in time of 
peace something like $1000 a year for each 
man in the service. Tho state could not 
expect to maintain troops for much less 
than half that sum per man. 


But if the necessity of " something be- 


ing done" is admitted, it is important to en- 
quire where the money is coming from, if 
the troops are to be called out before the 
4th of Mareh. The constitution limits the 
public bonded debt at §100,000, 80 that if 
we are to put out additional bonds, the nec- 
essary amendment to the constitution would 
have to be first submitted to the people. If 
the money is to be raised by a tax, it is 
well for us to consider whether it is neces- 
sary to increase the tax from about $150, 
000 to something like a million and a half, 
or even more, depending on the will and 
pleasure of the governor. 


Independent of the financial difficulties 


of the question there is one of perhaps 
equal importance, where is the constitution- 
al authority to be found for the state to 
call out, drill and maintain a volunteer ar- 
my, and that in time of peace. The gov- 
ernor can call out the militia on proper oc- 
casions by authority of the constitution. 
The general government can make a requi- 
sition on the state for its militia. The state 
could not of its own motion send its militia 
out of its own borders, much less can a state 
when its own territory is not threatened by 
invasion, nor its pea'ce by insurrection, call 
out and maintain a volunteer armywhether 
for three mouths or three years. When it 
becomes necessary to maintain our national 
existence, that the constitution should be 
violated, it will be time enough to consider 
such a proposition as presented by the bill 
referred to. 
In addition to objections 


financial and constitutional of the gravest 
character, the bill is miserably loose, indef- 
inite as to details and gives the governor 
all the power of a dictator. It is never 
wise to tempt rulers, however honest, with 
any unnecessary power.

A. Letter from the Pilte'B 
Mines. 
Peak Gold. 


We are permitted to copy the following 


letter addressed to E. G. Harlow, Esq., of 
this city': 


CITY, Jan. 12, 1860. 


DEAB SJK : — You will see by this that I 


ain now residing in Denver. I arrivedhere 
from Chicago in Jane last.' At that time 
I made but a short stay here, barely long 
enough to make the needful preparations 
for a-trip in the mountains, -which led me 
through all the principal mines then discov- 
ered, crossing the " South Park" and snowy 
ranges west, to the stream running into the 
Galf of California. I traveled some 800 
miles over mountain ranges, and judging 
from -what I have seen, I am of opinion 
that the mineral -wealth of the country has 
not been over estimated, and that practical 
miners will be abundantly rewarded for 
their labors. Silver ore (said to be plenty), 
iron ore, copper, lead, and extensive SslcU 
of coal are found near this city. 


These who have been engaged in farm- 


ing the past season are satisfied beyond n 
doubt that they can raise "all the grains 
that are produced in Illinois or Wisconsin. 
Good crops of corn, wheat, oats, barley and 
all kinds of garden vegetables yielded well 
last season, and I believe this country will 
prove to be much ahead of Illinois or Wis- 
consin in time. 


As a proof of the wilduess of the cli 


mate, I will state that cattle Used to draw- 
ing lumber 20 or 30 miles, keep in good or- 
der the entire winter on grass alone, v/ith- 
out hay or grain. Our markets are suppli- 
ed with beef fattened on grass, and I as- 
sure it is as good as I have ever seen else- 
where. 


On my arrival in this city, in June last, 


it had a population of about 2,000 persons, 
living in about six hundred houses, most 
of "which were shanties, and four brick 
tenements ; the latter had no. pretensions 
to architectural affect. 
At the present time 


there are many brick stores and store-hous- 
es that would be an ornament to any city. 
Denver, in my opinion, will be the commer- 
cial center of this country.
